Carry Her Into the House 


Men, Women and Children 


El Paso, Tex.—An entire Mexican 
farm settlement near Santa Bar- 
bara, Chihuahua, was wiped out 
Sunday, March 14, when Francisco 
Villa and his followers massacred 
more than fifty men, women and 
children and burned their homes 
and crops, according to a report 
brought to the border. 

Angered because a small pa 
of his men had been fired upon 
near the community on the previous 
day, Villa with 150 men swooped 
down on the place. ‘he farmers 
stoutly defended their homes and 
it was not until tyenty-five or thirty 
of them had been killed and their 
ammunition exhausted that the sur- 
vivors, twenty-five in number, sur- 
rendered, according to thig¢ report. 

These survivors, there is reason 
to believe, would have escaped with 
their lives had not one young man, 
crazed with grief over the loss of 
his wife and family, attacked Villa 
and attempted to wrest the rebel 
leader’s gun from him. 

Villa subdued the man after a 
struggle and shot him dead. In his 
fury Villa then ordered all the men 
of the community put to death and 
the houses, grain and other Posses- 
sions of the community burned, it

This 
is a time to look ahead, and for Ameri- 
ean farmers to get the benefit of the 
high prices, before Europe has been 
able to get back to norma! production 
and the prices fall. 
Watch Quality of Seed. 

In view of the high price of clover 
seed, it is especially important that 
farmers pay careful attention to the 
quality of seed they buy. The relation 
between the purity and germination 
of a sample of clover seed and its val- 
ue to the farmer has been so fre- 
quently discussed that it is not neces 
Sary to enter into details. A farmer, 
Paying a low price for a poor lot of 
seed, may really be paying more for 
the good seed that will grow than he 
would have in a sample of higher 
price. The only way to decide this is 
to secure samples and quotations from 
reliable firms, and have the seed an- 
alyzed by the state seed laboratory or 
by the seed laboratory of the United 
States department of agriculture. 

The attention of farmers is also call- 
ed very especially to the fact that 
French and Italian seed has been and 
is being imported into this country and 
that the experiments so far conducted 
by the department of agriculture in- 
dicate that this seed will produce a 
plant more subject to disease and less 
hardy under American conditions than 
Plants from our own seed. 

In sectlons where there is no disease 
and if the winter 1s moderate a suc- 
cessful stand of clover may be secured 
with imported seed, but the ehances 
against success are always greater 
than when using American seed. Farm- 
ers are urged, therefore, to insist upon 
a statement showing where the seed 
offered them was harvested. 

It is also a time to consider with 
more than usual care the means neces-

Last Night’s Dreams 


— What They Mean 


DO YOU DREAM OF oDorRsS? 
REAMS in which the sense” of 
smell is present are of the rarest. 

Yet they do sometimes occur and that 
they have attracted attention for a 
long time is evidenced by the fact that 
interpretations of them have been 
handed down through the centuries by 
the mystics. “"[hey account it a mest 
happy omen to dream that you smell 
perfumes, and to this rule there seems 
to be only one exception—the smell of 
rosemary in a dream is said to foretell 
mourning; though to see it and not 
stivell ft 1s good fortune. All other 
perfumes mean that you will be well 


associate with people of {intelli- 
ce and standing: all your enter- 
prises will turn out successfully. But. 
let the married man whose wife dreams 
that she puts perfume on her head 
look to himself: there is going to be 
only one boss in that household and 
she is “it.” 

Why the dream consciousuess, which 
deals so readily and acutely with 
most other sensations, should be so 
chary of handling olfactory ones is 
puzzling—something for Professor 
Freud yet to explain. The scientists 
have endeavored to excite “smell 
dreams” by the application of odors 
to the sleeper’s nostrils, but experi- 
ments in this direction have not usu- 
ully been successful and Ellis cites 
an experiment made by Prof. W. S. 
Monroe upon twenty women students 
at the Westfield Normal school. A 
crushed clove was placed on the 
tongue for ten successive nights before 
guing to bed. Of the 254 dreams re- 
ported there were only eight “smell 
dreams,” and only three of these-actu= 
ally Invalved eloves. The real “smell 
dream” Occurs without any “objective” 
source, and it would seem to be a most 
difficult matter to force the dream con- 
sciousness artificially to take cogr' 
zance of a sense of smell.
